GEORGE’S SON NO VICTIM OF CO- 
LUMBIA SOPHOMORES. 

While Being Pursued in Upper 
Broadway, New York, Student 
Fires Over Would-be. Captors, Then 
Takes Refuge in Fraternity House, 

His Father Rescues.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—While being 
pifrsued in Upper Broadway this aft- 
ernoon by a crowd of Columbia Univer- 
sity sophomores wha were bent on 
capturing him, Kingdoh, Gould, son of 
George Gould, drew a_ revolver and 
fired over the heads of the crowd. He 
then fled to a fraternity house, which 
was soon surrounded by the sopho- 
mores and from which he was rescued 
by his father, who took him away in 
a closed carri:ge under the guard of 
three men, supposed to be detectives. 

On a previous occasion, young Gould, 
who is a freshman in the Columbia 
School of Mines, escaped from the sec- 
ond year men by drawing a hammer 
which he flourished in the manner of 
a pistol. 

Young Gould, wiro was on his way 
from the college grounds, was stopped 
by a group of sophomores, who at- 
tempted to: capture him for a dinner 
to be held tomorrow night, at which it 
vas planned he should furnish en- 
tertainment for his captors, much af- 
ter the fashion of other prisoners of 
war. 

As soon As the sophomores began to 
close in about him. Gould took to his 
heels. He had not run more than a 
biock when, seeing his pursuers were 
gaining on him and that he could not 
escape, Gould turned suddenly and 
drew a revolver.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Attormeys 
for the protestants in the Senator 
Smoot investigation today intended to 
conclude the examination of al! the 
witnesses that they have beenable io 
reach with subpoenas, and in all prob- 
ability will rest their case. Apostle 
John Henry Smith was the first wit- 
ness called today. 

Tayler asked: “Is the taking of the 
endowment a necessary prerequisite to 
marriage in the Temple?”

POOLROOM PROPRIETOR AFTER 
POLICEMAN’S SCALP. 


Names Five (Reasons Why Officer 
Rayburn Should be Relieved of His 
Star—People of Arlington Taking 
Sides in the Feud—More Park im- 
provements Under Way. 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 20.—A feud which 
for several months has been disturbing 
the quiet of the little community of 
Arlington came to a head this morning 
when, E. Meredith, proprietor of the 
poolroom of Riverside’s- southern sub- 
turb, presentéd a formal complaint to 
‘the City Trustees against Officer Ray- 
burn, the recently-appointed guardian 
of the peate for that section of the 
valley. The complaint was couched in 
the following forcible language: 

“To the Honorable Board of Trus- 
tees: Five reasons why Rayburn is not 
fit to be a police officer: 

“(1.)’ He has been spending his time 
.all summer, while on duty, tin the pool- 
room, and now he spends his time in 
the barber shop late at night, when he 
should be on his beat. 

“(2.) He drinks whisky while on his 
beat. He has offered me whisky while 


knowingly allowed a 
drunken Mexican to expose his person 
cn the street in broad daylight, for an 
hour, and would not arrest him until 
my wife came to the poolroom and 
made complaint. (He was playing pool 
and would not take the time.) 
“(4.) He is a coward. He is afraid to 
.arrest a man without deputizing some- 
cne to help him make the arrest. ; 
“(5.) He allows people to ride their 
wheels at night without a light.” 
This was signed by Meredith 
sworn to before a notary public. 
This action is the seque! to the re- 
cent arrest of Meredith, twice in suc- 
cession, by Rayburn, for allowing boys 
under eighteen years of age in his 
poolroom. Taking this fact. into con- 
sideration, Trustee McFarland, chair- 
man of the board, thought best not to 
immediately suspend Rayburn, but to 
set a date when both sides could be 
heard. The date for this hearing was 
set for January 3 at 2 o'clock. Mean- 
while the people of Arlington are 
“taking sides” in a fiercely partisan 
manner, and preparing to come en 
tnasse before the Trustees as witnesses,

Application of the Finsen Rays Have 


Restored His Original 
Color. 


Sun.) Dr. Henry 
coast, the specialist 
‘niversity of Pennsyl- 
vania, discovered that the continued 
use of the X-rays on colored patients 
produces a gradual change in the shade 
of the skin, and that in time it be- 
comes entirely white. The discovery 
was made while treating a colored man 
for a disease known as lupus, which 
had affected the vatient’s nose and @ 
part of the face. 

It was found that after the treatme 
had een continued daily for over 
‘month the skin on the affected part 
had become entirely white. Ip s 
way the pigment of the skin had been 
destroyed. and the change seemed to 
be permanent. As the patient was of 
the darkest hue, the contrast to t 
other portions of the face, the color 
which had remained unchanged, was 
dec'dedly marked. Experiments on 
other persons seemed to prove that {*» 
result Was produced, and 
though no such trial was made It is 
thought Iikely that in time the entire 
skin of a colored person could so be 
ucted upon. 

During the summer Dr. Pancoast 
continued his researches along this 
and other lines. This fall the colored 
man returned to the hospital for come- 
pletion of the treatment, and tt was 
decided to make an attempt to restore 
the whitened skin to the original con- 
ditions. Local applications of a heai- 
ing nature and tonics proved of no 
benefit and experiment was then beeun 
with the different light rays, 

Ii was decided to use the rays of a 
Finsen light, as this would both benesit 
the disease and also it was thought. 
migtit restore the original color. At 
first the change was very slight. in 
fact, several were made Se- 
more there was any change at all, 
Then a gradual darkening of the skin 
Was noticed, and this has been grad- 
ually increased till now the skin ts of 
a distinct bruwnish tint, and it ts 
thought to be only a matter of time 
till it is restored to the original shade. 

Just Gow the rays have accomplished 
this result is mot as yet clear, but it is 
thought it has been done by a gen- 
eral toning up of the skin and restor- 
ing it to a more normal, condition, thus 
giving a better chance for the replace- 
ment of the the destroyed tisaue,

The adoption of an alias, and of sev- 
eral aliases, is a not unfamiliar pro- 
ceeding due, in most cases, to a :ittle 
difference with the police.

Villiers, 
alias Mra. H. F. Scott, allas Miss F. C. 
Cavendish, change of name was appar- 
ently a mere iight-hearted attempt to 
make life more interesting. 

The attempt was a “succes fou,” both 
for the lady in her lifetime and for her 
heirs and lawyers after her death. Mra. 
McKefina, to give her her real name, 
and the one which she used least, died 
at Nice in June, 1902, at the age of 
about 70, and new tales of her adven- 
tures continue to arrive every week at 
the offices of Messrs. Leggait 
benstcin, solicitors for the administra- 
tora. 

The lady had fairly large meana, 
which she invested throw Meesra, 
Rothschild, chiefly in “bearer” securi- 
ties, sO that she could carry them about 
witn her and obtain her tneome by the 
simple proceeding of cutting off cou- 
pons. 

She lived in comfortable hotels, mov- 
Ing «bout constantly, ‘opening a bank 
account In a different name at most 
places Where she stayed, and joving 
nubove all things to be mistaken for a 
Russian spy, as frequently happened, 
She was an excellent linguist with e 
pleasant, slightly mysterious manner. 

So far banking accounts and various 
kinds of property have been trace! as 
hers under eighteen fairly distinct 
numes, but whenever the signature be- 
gun to look dull she would cheer it ur 
by adding an initial or two, doubling 
the surname, or prefacing it with “der 
if her name for the moment chanced to 
be. French. 

Villers on the whole was her favorite 
name, and at various times she had 
been Miss Frances Cavendish Vi,liers, 
Mrs. Scott ome ty Mme. de Ersbey Vil- 
liers and Miss G. Ersbey Villfers. 

A theory advanced by one of her 
friends is that certain relatives ja Ire- 
land pursued and annoyed her, and that 
she Spent her life lleeing from them, 
adopting a new name at each fight: 
but there is little ground for believing 
this. Mrs. McKenna probably changed 
her name, as other ladies change their 


dress or friends, merely out of lightness 


of heart. 

The confusion in her property, to 
which a connection in Meloourne is 
lieved to be the helreas, may easily be 
imagined, and has not been lessened 
by a ceim of the French government 
to regard Mrs. who lived 


much in France and died at Niece, as a 


French citizen.

HOW AN EASTERN PROFESSIONAL 
ESCAPED LIGHTLY. 


Dan Cronin Who Has Served Three 
Terms in the Penitentiary, Got Off 
With a Sentence of Only Two Years 
Here Because the Court Did Not 
Know His History. 


When Dan Cronin was arrested, ar- 
raigned and pleaded guilty to a charge 
of daylight burglary and was sen- 
tenced to two years in the peniten- 
tilary, the pvlice did not know what 
a desperate character they had. Had 
they been aware of the man’s record, 
or had Judge Smith known it, Cronin 
would doubtless have received a sen- 
tence which would have put him out 
of harm’s way for many years to come. 
Cronin is one of the worst crooks 
who has been arrested in Los Angeles 
In recent years, and he knew he was 
wise in pleading guilty and thereby 
getting a sentence of only iw» years. 
This is his fourth term in the peni- 
tentiary, and instead of being the vic- 
tim of circumstances, which he claimed 
when in court, be is an expert burglar 
who would not stop at taking human 
life. 

After his conviction of having burg- 
larized the Marchutz residence, 
Bradish of the detective depariment, 
gent Cronin’s picture to the Identifica- 
tion Bureau_of Chicago along with his 
description and asked-if th» man was 
known. A reply was received yes- 
terday which amazed the local ofcers 
and showed them that they had deal; 
with a crook of national! repuiation. 
It was then too late, however, to pre- 
sent Cronin’s record to «ourt. 

Cronin is a Chicago man. In July, 
1895, he was arrested there for hav- 
ing robbed a on the streets. 
The woman disappeared and has not 
since been heard from and therefore 
the prasecution failed. In April, 1897, 
with Edward Grant, Cronin held up 
(, Schultz..of the firm of Kuhn, Na- 
than & Fischer and robbed him of 
$27,000 cash. Cronin was captured and 
sentenced to the Illinois penitentiary 
at Pontiac, but was paroled in 1899. On 
September 18, 1900, he was caugh: 
in the act of burglarizing a flat on 
Ingleside avenue, Chicago, and in try- 
ing to escape was shot in the leg and 
beck by a patroiman. He was sent to 
Joliet for an indeterminate sentence 
and was paroled in 1903. That same 
year he Was sent up for a year but, 
by reason of good time, served only 
seven months. Then he left Illinois 
and came to California. He is known 
to have committed several burglaries, 
but the only one of which he could 
be convicted Was the Marehuiz job, 
done in afternoon. Cronin 
hestened to plead gullty. 

It is now known that he is wanted 
in St. Louls, Kansas City and (Chi- 
cago and after the expiration of his 
present term he will, probably be re- 
turried to Hilimois to serve out the

INDICTED STREET INSPECTOR 
FACES A JURY. 


Prosecution Strikes Snag Early in 
Proceedinge—Counse! for Defense 


Contend Defendant Was Not an 
Executive Officer of City When Al- 
leged Bribe Was Taken. 


The trial of E.'S. Ellia, the city 
street Inapector who was indicted by 
the Grand Jury, had barely begun ye*- 
terday when the prosecution § ran 
against a good-sized snag. District At- 
torney Fredericks and Deputy District 
Attorney McComas took a look at It 
and passed up. Judge Wilbur cogi- 
tated for a while, and then determined 
to sleep on it. All hands will wrestle 
with it this morning. Attorneys J. W. 
McKinley, Earl Rogers, Luther Brown 
and J. W. Kemp, planted the snag and 
then kept quiet. 

There was less trouble in obtaining 
a jury than had been anticipated. 
Twenty-six men were examined and 
out of that number the twelve jurors 
were obtained, the following constitut- 
ing the panel: H. Butterfield, L. | 
Haliett, Isaae Collins, Osear A, Stark, 
EK. «. Hine, F. FE. Martin, G. J. Hub- 
bard, Charies Lathrop, EF. U. Skidmore, 
Levy Carse, T. H. Webster and KR. &. 
Berry. 

It was after 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon when the last juror was sworn. 

There are four indictments against 
Ellis, and the one upon which he is 
being tried is for taking $10 as a bribe 


from Frank Whittier to Influence his 
report upon a certain plece of street 
work. 

The first Witne-s called was Harry J, 
Lelande, ‘the City Clerk. Earl Rogers 
objected to his being sworn or allowed 
to testify on the ground that it did 
not appear that the defendant, Ellis, 
Was an executive oificer. The indict-
